PLUMBING M IN THE CITY 


IN FUTURE PLUMBERS MUST BE 
\ 


LICENSED AND OO ALL WORK 


IN ACCORDANCE WtTH ORD»M< 


ANCE PROVISIONS. 


,The new city plumbing ordinance, 
which regulates all plumbing wort 
to be done in the city in future, wait 
given its third reading and passed 
at the regular meeting of the ctty 
council held this week, and in future 
all plumbing work and sewer con- 
nections must be made in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this or- 
dinance 
' 


The new ordinance requires that 


all plumbers doing business in New- 
Smyrna shall pay a license 
of $2* 


a year 
It also provides for the ap- 


pointment of a plumbing inspector, 
whose duty it shall le to inspect 
all work done in the city to see that 
it conforms with the requirements of 
the ordinance 
The sanitary com- 


mittee of the city council is to see 
that plumbing 
and sewer work is 


done in a manner to conform with. 
the sanitary regulations and the 
plumbing inspector will work direct- 
ly under the direction of the sanf- 
tstry committee 


The 
new ordinance should 
be 


studied carefully by every citizen as 
some of the provisions call for rad 
ical changes in the manner in which 
plumbing work has been done here 
tofore 


The ordinance in full is as follows

Section 1 Be it ordained by the 


Mayor and Cits Council of the City

mittee of the City Council

It shall fce the duty 


of the said Sanitary Committee to 
examine or to have examined, the 
qualifications of all who desire to 
engage 
in 
the plumbing business 


within the city limits of the City of 
New Smyrna 
This examination 


shall satisfy the Sanitary Committee 
as to the applicant s ability as a 
plumber and his familiarity with the 
plumbing regulations in the City of 
New Smyrna 


Section 3 It shall be the duty of 


the said Sanitary, Committee to is- 
sue to competent plumbers certifi- 
cates of license, and it shall Le un- 
lawful 
for 
any 
per«on not thus- 


licensed to engage in the plumbing 
business within the City 
of 
New 


Smyrna 
It shall further be the 


duty of every person or persons ob- 
taining license, to tile a bond with 
the City Clerk, signed by two or 
more securities, to fce approved by 
the City Council, in the sum of One 
Thousand Dollars ($1 000) condit on- 
al that he will discharge his or their 
duties as plumber in accordance with 
the provisions ot the City Ordinance*. 


Section 4 
The license for plumb- 


ers shall be Twenty Dollars per year 
or fraction thereof, and all plumber*' 
license* shall expire on the tint day 
of October of each year 


Section 5 No person shall carry 


on the business of plumbing unless 
he shall have first received license 
from the City Clerk, and shall have 
registered his name and place ot 
business In the office of said Clerk; 
PROVIDING, however, property own- 
ers 
may 
personally do their own 


work in accordance with the provi- 
sions of this ordinance 


Section 6 The City Council shall 


appoint an inspector of plumbing and 
sewer connections 
He shall act am 


Clerk of the Sanitary Committee and

credit of the Sanitary Committee an

to the Sanitary Committee and City 
Council, covering all the plumbing 
work done within the cily.

plumbing regulations and with th< 
provisions of this Ordinance and i 
list of all condemned premises shal 
be kept in the Clerk's office for open 
inspection.

OME ten years ago the crawl 


swimming stroke came from 
Australia to revolutionize the 
art of natation in this country, 


and it la interesting to recall that, al- 
though we unwittingly departed at the 
very first from the original type, we 
undoubtedly owe to this unconscious 
change our present international su- 
Iireuiacj in sprint swimming. 


In fact, the only data we had at the 


start upon the new stroke were hazy 
descriptions written for the Australian 
newspapers by men not versed In the 
subject, and it was simply blind luck 
which enabled us in attempting the re- 
construction of the crawl from these 
descriptions to stumble without know- 
ing it upon a somewhat different leg 
drive superior to that used across the 
seas.

In the decade since elapsed many 


varieties of the crawl have appeared. 
Its American devotees showed such 
Immediate and remarkable Increase of 
epeed that' both competitors and in- 
structors began to devote to H close 
study, and presently new theories were 
evolved and various Innovations Intro- 
duced. Then we heard In turn of the 
Australian true type, thj legless, the 
amble, the composite, the 
and the trudgeon crawl. 
• Experiments, however, eventually led 
to the conclusion that most of these 
variations were practically worthless, 
and today only the American and 
trudgeon crawl have, survived, at least 
In the United States. The former Is 
universally recognized as the best for 


•short distance swimming and has the 


world's sprinting records to its credit 
The latter is generally advocated for 
the longer courses and has been used 
effectively even In water Marathon 
races. 


In this article we will confine our- 


selves to the American crawl and speak 
separately later of the trudgeon crawl. 


A great many swimmers, and not a 


few racing men among them, believe 
that in using the crawl a shorter arm 
drive than in the trudgeon should be 
sought and more rapid action. This 
Is hardly the case, and the belief prob- 
ably comes t>om the fact that the stroke 
has been the standard one for sprint- 
ing, while the trudgeon Is shown at 
present chicliy by distance swimmers.

The prevalent belief that there Is no 


co-ordination between the arm and leg 
'movements of the American crawl 
however. Is unwarranted. True, ou 
best coaches tell their pupils not to 
pay any attention to relative timing 
but this is because they know that as 
a swimmer against proficiency he falls 
naturally and unconsciously into the 


American rhythmic action made essential by the 


correlation of the muscular system. 


Thus any one taking the trouble to 


dissect the leg drives of our successfu 
racing men will find them to conform 
with one of three distinct types—name- 
ly, the two beat In which each leg Is 
lowered sharply ns the opposite arm 
pulls; the four beat. In which each le? 
whips down twice to the stroke of thi 
arms, and tbe six bent In which the 
legs go left, right left during the sweep 
of the right arm and right. left, right 
with tbe sweep of the left arm. 


This marking of tbe time or rhythm 


Is quite noticeable In all good swim 
mere and, when lacking, Indicates the 
there Is some fault In the stroke. 


It Is the opinion of competent judges 


that the six beat thrash ts the most 
effective not only because of its rapid 
action, but also because it establishes 
a better balance of power. 
Obviously 


though, it requires unusual. strength 
and suppleness of leg. and tbe average 
Individual will get best results from 
the four beat which Is less tlrUg. 


One of the errors often Incurred by 


crawl swimmers Is to bury the head 
between tbe shoulders. 
Nothing la 


gained by it 
On the contrary, strain 


la placed on toe muscles of tbe neck. 
greater resistance is offered to the wa 
ter In boring through It and an un 
necessary move is made to breathe. 


In learning the crawl no difficulty 


will be experienced by the pupil who 
has been taught to swim by means of 
the side stroke or elementary crawl, 
for the action Is practically the same. 
Those, however, having served their 
novitiate in the breast stroke school 
should drop the frog kick altogether 
and idevotc their every effort to the 
leg thrash before even attempting to 
master the arm movements. When the 
whole stroke is Attacked it Is impossi- 
ble to pay tbe wanted attention to the 
radical change of kick, and the swim- 
mer hardly ever succeeds in getting 
away from the lateral opening of the 
knees and the bringing up of tbe 
thighs, which are prescribed features 
of the breast stroke and bad faults 
in tbe crawl. 


The easiest way to practice tbe crawl 


thrash Is cither by stretching out on 
the water and hanging on to something 
or assuming the same position after 
donning flouting device and bold I ho 
arms motionless. 
It Is well at first 


not to bend the knees at all, working 
the legs from the hips, ni the natural 
Inclination of a breast Ktroker Is to 
draw up the legs. Instead of whipping 
them up and down.

• Experiments, however, eventually led 
to the conclusion tbat most of these 
variations were practically worthless, 
and today only the American and 
trudgeon crawl have, survived, ,nt least 
In the United States. The former is 
universally recognized as the best for 
•short distance swimming and bos the 


world's sprinting records to its credit 
The latter is generally advocated for 
the longer courses and has been used 
effectively even In water Marathon 
races. 


In this article we will confine our- 


selves to the American crawl and speak 
separately later of tbe trudgeon crawl. 


A great many swimmers, and not a 


few racing men among them, believe 
that in using the crawl a shorter arm 
drive than in the trudgeon should be 
sought and more rapid action. This 
Is hardly the case, and the belief prob- 
ably comes t>om the fact that the stroke 
has been the standard one for sprint- 
ing, while the trudgeon Is shown at 
present cuicUy by distance swimmers. 


But even in sprinting It Is not ad- 


visable to cut tbe reach and flay the 
water 
wildly. 
Indeed, the world's 


greatest 100 yarders—Charles Daniels, 
Duke Kau.uiunioUu. Arthur Ruilhel,

Thus any one taking the trouble to 


dissect the leg drives of our succcssfu 
racing men will find them to conform 
with one of three distinct types—name- 
ly, the two beat In which each leg Is 
lowered sharply as the opposite arm 
pulls; the four beat. In which each leg 
whips down twice to the stroke of tbe 
arms, and tbe six bent in which the 
legs go left, right left during the sweep 
of the right arm and right. left, rlghl 
with tbe sweep of the left arm. 


This marking of tbe time or rhythm 


is quite noticeable in all good swim 
niers and, when lacking, Indicates that 
there la some fault In the stroke. 


It is the opinion of competent judges 


that the six beat thrash ts the mosi 
effective not only because of its rapid 
action, but also because it establishes 
a better balance of power. Obviously, 
though, it requires unusual. strength 
and suppleness of leg. and tbe average 
Individual will get best results from 
the four beat which Is less tirhig. 


One of the errors often incurred by 


crawl swimmers Is to bury the head 
between tbe shoulders. 
Nothing la 


gained by it 
On the contrary. Strain 


is placed on tbe muscles of tbe neck, 
greater resistance is offered to the wa- 
ter in boring through it and an un- 
necessary move is made to breathe. 


In learning the crawl no difficulty 


will be experienced by the pupil who 
has been taught to swim by means of 
the side stroke or elementary crawl, 
for the action Is practically the same. 
Those, however, having served their 
novitiate iu the breast stroke school 
should drop tbe frog kick altogether 
and idevotc their every effort to the 
leg thrnsh before even attempting to 
master tbe arm movements. When tbe 
whole stroke is Attacked it is Impossi- 
ble to pay tbe wanted attention to the 
radical change of kick, and the swim- 
mer hardly ever succeeds in getting 
away from the lateral opening of the 
knees and the bringing up of tbe 
thighs, which are prescribed features 
of the brcnst stroke and bad faults 
in tbe crawl. 


The easiest way to practice tbe crawl 


thrash is cither by stretching out on 
the water nnd hanging on to something 
or assuming the same position after 
donning flouting device and bold (ho 
arms motionless. 
It is well at first 


not to bend the knees at all, working 
the legs from the hips, ai the natural 
Inclination of a breast stroker Is to 
draw up the legs. Instead of whipping 
them up and down. 


Only after a correct leg drive has 


been developed mould tbe arm* be 
bronght Into play.
